Master plan for use of 
all mission land sought 


The State Division of Beaches and 
Parks is being asked to develop a mas­ 
ter plan which will establish uses for the 
entire acreage at La Purisim a Mission 
just south of Mission Hills. 
The request to the state came in the 
form of a resolution passed by the Mis­ 
sion Advisory Committee at a meeting 
held here Saturday. The resolution was 
approved unanimously. 
Asking for the resolution was commit­ 
tee member Ralph Patey. Patey con­ 
tended that only 4 per cent of the mis­ 
sion’s 960 acres is now available to the 
public and that more of the property 
should be used. His motion for the mas­ 
ter plan study was seconded by Eugene 
Forbes, vice chairman of the commit­ 
tee. 
The committee discussed at length 
a proposal by the Lompoc Valley Cham­ 
ber of Commerce that the feasibility of 
establishing overnight camping facili­ 
ties on some portion of the mission 
property be looked into. Patey, who is 
executive director of the chamber as 
well as a member of the La Purisim a 
Mission Advisory Committee, said he 
could not talk on the subject officially 
for the chamber. But as a member of 
the committee, he did say that the mis­ 


sion was understaffed, and that because 
of the large acreage, fire posed a threat 
to the property. He advocated that more 
personnel and attention to the property 
would bring about better surveillance. 
The committee member also asserted 
that the chamber office had been the 
recipient of numerous requests by resi­ 
dents asking why no overnight camping 
facilities were available. 
Miss Pearl Chase, chairman of the ad­ 
visory committee, asked Patey if any 
official chamber action had been taken 
on the proposal for overnight camping. 
Patey answered that he had no authority 
to speak for the chamber at the com­ 
mittee meeting. 
The chairman declared that she was in 
favor of environmental design and plan­ 
ning of the park property, but advised 
that the “ whole coastal area is unique 
and precious,” and that use of such prop­ 
erty should be carefully supervised. 
She also stated that the total use 
of park acreage has never been consid- 
ered in the acquisition of land for park 
use. Miss Chase said the “ wisest use” 
is conservation. 
The committee is scheduled to meet 
again briefly during the La Purisim a 
Mission Fiesta Mav 18. 
General Khan takes over 
as Pakistan president 


KARACHI, Pakistan (UPI) - Gen. Ya* 
hya Khan, who has ruled Pakistan since 
last Tuesday as administrator of martial 
law, assumed the title ofpresident today. 
The announcement was coupled with anew 
crackdown on corrupt government offi­ 
cials. 
A statement issued by the Ministry 
of Information in Rawalpindi and broad­ 
cast by Rawalpindi Radio to the nation 
said it was necessary for Yahya to as­ 
sume the title of president to perform 
certain functions under Pakistani and in­ 
ternational law. 
For instance, only the president is 
competent to execute certain responsibil­ 
ities in national and international affairs, 
such as ratification of treaties, appoint­ 
ment of envoys and matters of interna­ 
tional agreements, the Information Min­ 
istry said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Mamie Risen- 
hower was consoled in her grief today 
by world leaders and dignitaries who 
knew and admired her husband. 
Among the callers at the ninth floor 
Washington Hilton Hotel suite of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s widow was former P re s­ 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson and his wife, 
Lady Bird. They were with her for 
about a half-hour at midday. 
Eisenhower’s predecessor in the White 
House, former President Harry S. Tru­ 
man, sent a personal message to the wi­ 
dow by telephone expressing regrets that 
his health did not permit a visit to Wash­ 
ington. 
A stream of visitors included heads 
of state and other leaders from all parts 
of the world. France’s Charles de Gaulle 
dropped in for a few minutes after his ar­ 
rival Sunday night. Evangelist Billy Gra­ 
ham was among the early callers today. 
M rs, Eisenhower’s brother-in-law, Ed­ 
gar Eisenhower, a Tacoma, Wash., law­ 
yer, said after a short visit that she had 
suffered “ a bigger shock than she expect­ 
ed even though she had a long time to 
plan for it.” He added that she was hold­ 
ing up well. 
Other visitors at the suite included such 
diverted 
personalities 
as Secretary 
General Thant of the United Nations and 
Freeman Gosden, the “ Amos” of “ Amos 
and Andy” radio fame, an old friend of 
the Eisenhowers. 
Philippine 
President 
Ferdinand E. 
Marcos and his wife, Imelda, stopped in 
for a few minutes, as did President Zal­ 
man Shazar of Israel, Lord David Louis 
Mountbatten, representing Queen Eliza* 
beth; President Habib Bourguiba of Tuni­ 
sia, Prim e Berhard of the Netherlands 
and the Shall of Iran. 
Sympathy 
cards and telegram s and 
m essages 
of condolences 
poured in. 
“ They’re inundated,” said aspokesman. 
With screaming sirens, motorcycles 
led the way for the big black limou­ 
sines of several dignitaries who came to 
the hotel after visiting the flagdraped 
bier in the Capitol Rotunda. 
Mrs. Eisenhower’s loved ones remain­ 
ed close by as she faced the ordeal of 
another day of solemn m ilitary cere­ 
mony as the nation saluted its wartime 
hero and 34th president. 
Many personal friends sent notes of 
sympathy to Mrs. Eisenhower, not want­ 
ing to intrude in her hour of grief. 
She will accompany her husband’s body 
on its last trip to Abilene, Kan., for 
burial on Wednesday. 
Sunday night, as the pallbearers slowly 
moved her husband’s casket into its place 
of honor in the Rotunda, Mamie bit 
her lip, fighting to hold back the tears.

Pakistan Radio said Yahya had order­ 
ed his deputies to get busy to eliminate 
corruption and “ tone up” the efficiency 
of his administration. 


The government today opened the na­ 
tion's schools, colleges and universities, 
shut down for the past five months. 
Students had led the antigovernment 
agitation last fall. Pakistan is 85 per 
cent illiterate. 
The braodcast said industrial pro­ 
duction was well on the way to recov­ 
ery and that prices of essential com­ 
modities were falling. Factories had been 
closed during much of the disorders. 
Great Britain, 
Anguilla reach 
agreement 


THE VALLEY, Anguilla (UPI) -G reat 
Britain and Anguilla reached agree­ 
ment today on an interim friendship and 
cooperation plan under which the rebel 
Caribbean Island will be under direct 
authority of a resident British com­ 
m issioner. 
Anguillans appeared satisfied with the 
agreement which assured them they will 
not have to go back into the St. Kitts- 
Nevis-Anguiila Federation from which 
they seceded in 1967, 
The agreement 
was signed by Lord 
Caradon, chief British U.N. representa­ 
tive, for Britain, and acting President 
Ronald Webster and Anguilla’s six re­ 
maining councilmen. 
Under term s of the agreement the Bri­ 
tish alone will decide when their occupa­ 
tion forces are to leave Anguilla. Also, 
the British-imposed commissioner, An- 
thony Lee, will remain as commission­ 
er, at least for the time being. 
The Anguillans had originally called 
for both immediate departure of the 
British paratroops, and ouster of Lee, 
but withdrew these objections during the 
talks. 
The British, in turn, agreed to ex­ 
tend official recognition to the seven- 
man 
Anguilla advisory council which 
Webster heads. 
Caradon announced he planned to fly to 
St, Kitts to explain the new British 
position on Anguilla to Prem ier Robert 
Bradshaw, 
Spokesmen for both sides said many 
details of the new Anguillan - British 
relationship have yet to be worked out. 
However, Anguillans in general seem­ 
ed satisfied with the continued British 
presence on the island. 
Cardon arrived in Anguilla from his 
diplomatic post in New York last Fri­ 
day as Britain’s official trouble-shooter. 
He had predicted then that an agreement 
could be worked out over the weekend. 
One apparent key to the swift success 
of the talks was the fact Lee was not 
present at the negotiations. Anguillans 
had earlier asked for a British diplo­ 
mat of m inisterial rank with whom to 
work out their problems. The appoint­ 
ment of Caradon by the British foreign 
office followed. 


Buellton 
Post Office 
burglarized 


Burglars who cracked a safe at Buell­ 
ton Post Office over the weekend may 
have been the same who got away with 
an estimated $10,000 in a sim ilar bur­ 
glary last Jan. 23, a postal official 
speculated today. 
Federal postal inspectors and Sher­ 
iff’s officials today continued to inves­ 
tigate the theft of an estimated $2,000 
in stamps and cash that was discovered 
Sunday morning by a contract mail 
trucker. 
Most of the loot was in stamps, ac­ 
cording to Leonard Enger, postm aster. 
The burglary was committed some­ 
time between the official closing hour 
at noon on Saturday and 7:20 a.m. Sun­ 
day when the contract carrier made a 
mail drop at the post office. Enger 
said the post office building was a 
“ m ess,” sim ilar to the condition in 
January when burglars ransacked every 
cabinet and desk in a search for money. 
Enger said the latest burglary would 
have gone undetected until today if the 
contract carrier had not noticed some­ 
thing wrong with the building during 
his Sunday visit. 
An estimated $1,000 of the loot in 
January was cash, the balance in stamps 
and postal money orders. Loot in the 
latest burglary was mostly in stamps, 
according to Enger. 
The mode of operation in the two 
burglaries was sim ilar, Enger said. In 
each case the burglar “ peeled” the 
front of the safe off to gain entry to 
the interior. 
“ I think I’ll go into the used safe 
business,” Enger quipped. “ I’ve got 
two wrecked safes now.” 
Israel says 
it s ready 
for peace

Israel said it was ready today to 
talk peace with the Arabs and only with 
the Arabs. It rejected any outside inter­ 
ference, including big four talks sched­ 
uled this week to discuss the Middle East 
crisis. 
The Israeli cabinet issued a statement 
Sunday night saying only direct talks be­ 
tween the concerned parties would estai> 
lish a true peace in the Middle East. 


“ Israel is not and will not become 
the object of power politics or intr;* 
power politics and will not accept any 
recommendation which is in conflict with 
her vital interests, her rights and her se­ 
curity,” the statement said. 
It added that Israel “ opposes any set­ 
tlement and any procedure which is not 
agreed upon by the governments concern­ 
ed.” 
At the United Nations, western diplo 
matic sources said Sunday the United 
States had drawn up a plan for a Mid­ 
dle East settlement for presentation this 
week at a meeting of the big four — 
the United States, Soviet Union, Britain 
and France. 
The sources said the plan calls for the 
withdrawal of Israel troops from oc­ 
cupied Arab lands with the exception 
of Jerusalem , 


It would also ruarantee freedom of 
navigation in the Suez Canal for both 
Israel and the Arab nations and would 
propose internationally patrolled zones 
along Isreal and Arab borders. 
In Jerusalem , thousands of pilgrims 
observed Palm Sunday. Two traditional 
processions traced the final triumphal 
entray of Jesus Christ, winding their 
way through the narrow hilly streets 
from the Mount of Olives down through 
the Garden of Gethsemane to the gates 
of the walled city.

WASH. (UPI) — It was the day for 
saying farewell to the “ good and gentle 
and kind man,” called Ike. 
The funeral of Dwight David Eisenhower 
most universally-liked American presi­ 
dent of this century, was in keeping with 
his own wish for a simple religious 
service expressing confident faith in the 
everlasting mercy of God. 
The ritual called for no eulogy, no 
military pageantry, no worldly pomp. 
But the congregation assembled in Wash­ 
ington National Cathedral bore witness 
to Eisenhower’s illustrous place in his­ 
tory as the general who led the Allies 
to victory in World War n, and as the 
peace-loving president who settled the 
Korean conflict. 
Presidents, prime 
m inisters, and 
kings came to join President 
Nixon, 
former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and other U.S. leaders in paying last 
respects to Eisenhower, who died Fri­ 
day at the age of 78. 
Throughout the night, startling at dusk 
Sunday, 
thousands 
of 
persons filed 
through the Rotunda to view the flag- 
draped casket. For several hours the 
stream averaged 1,500 an hour. As the 
temperature dipped below freezing, the 
number tapered off to about 350 an 
hour. 
By midday, the line to the Rodunda 
streatched for the equivalent of six 
city blocks, winding down the Capitol 
steps, across the mall and behind the 
Supreme Court, which faces the north 
partico of the Capitol.The average wait 
was between 45 minutes and one hour. 
Officials extended by one hour the period 
during which the public was permitted 
to pay respects after it was announced 
that the family was expected to arrive 
at the Rotunda 
one hour later than 
scheduled. 
Before being borne to the Episcopal 
Church at 4:30 p.m., eastern standard 
time for the half hour Protestant ser­ 
vice, Eisenhower had reposed in state 
for nearly 24 hours in the rotunda of 
the UJS. Capitol. 
There last Sunday afternoon, Pres­ 
ident Nixon eulogized him as a “ good 
and gentle and kind man,” who hated 
no one and who was hated by no one. 
“ It was the character of the man, 
not what he did but what he was, that 
so captured the trust and affection of 
his own people and the world. 
“ He was a product of America’s soil 
and of its ideals, driven by a compul­ 
sion to do right and to do well . . . 
a man of deep faith who believed in 
God and trusted his will . . . a man 
who truly loved his country and for 
whom words like freedom and democ­ 
racy were not cliches, but living truth.”

Jerusalem University seismo­ 
logists placed the intensity of 
the Israeli quake at 5 on the 
Richter Scale and said it was 
centered southwest of Jerusa­ 
lem near the Red Sea. 


A minor earthquake shook 
Mt. Etna on Sicily early today 
after a night of colorful volcanic 
activity. 
Persons

villages on the eastern slopes 
fled to open ground. Others 
piled into cars and sped to the 
seacoast a few miles to the 
east. 
Within a few hours everyone 
was back, going about business 
as 
usual. 
There was some

little excitement elsewhere. 
The Middle East temblors 
were recorded as far away as

Secret U.S. patrols enter Laos 
to observe war supply shipments

SAIGON 
(UP I)—The 
United 
States is sending secret patrols 
of U.S. Marines or Green Beret 
Special Forces into Laos to 
report 
on the movement of 
thousands 
of tons of North 
Vietnamese supplies over high 
speed roads into South Vietnam, 
informed 
American 
military 
sources said today. 
The disclosure was made as 
l.S. troops stepped up their 
pressure on Communist forces 
trying to move on Saigon. U.S. 
soldiers 
aboard 
tanks 
and 
armored vehicles shot their way 
into a North Vietnamese base 45 
miles northwest of Saigon on 
Sunday, 
military 
spokesmen 
said. 
The military sources said the 
patrols by teams of five to 10 
men are under orders not to 
shoot unless they are fired on. 
They said their activities were 
credited with information leaif- 
ing to the capture of 325 tons of 
supplies 
and 
weapons 
last 
month in Operation Dewey Can­ 
yon near the A Shau Valley. 
The\ said the patrols travel 
on 
foot 
or 
are 
lifted 
by 
helicopter as far as three miles 
inside 1 aos. The Leathernecks 
and Green Berets carry food for 
five days but their surveys 
norm ally last about two days. 
The patrols have reported 


that several supply highways 
inside Laos have been improved 
over the past months. Most 
have hard dirt surfaces and 
camouflaged parking spaces to 
enable trucks to pull off the 
road during frequent U.S. air 
raids on the infiltration routes.

Attorney Melvin Belli, the 
colorful, celebrated king of the 
torts, visited Lompoc Saturday 
night. In an hour-long, free- 
swinging interview, he support­ 
ed the findings of the Warren 
Commission, said he felt Shaw 
knew Oswald, supported the de­ 
cisions 
of the Supreme Court 
and said he doesn’t think society 
is sick. 
The flambouyant author, tele­ 
vision personality, teacher and 
attorney held court for more 
than an hour while he fielded 
questions on a variety of sub­ 
jects 
ranging 
in complexity 
from his most interesting case 
to opinions on social trends. 
Belli 
was visiting Lompoc 
Saturday night as a guest at the 
birthday 
party 
of Mrs. Ned 
Tucker of 1412 E. Locust Ave. 
More than 100 persons, includ­ 
ing many local members of the 
medical and legal professions, 
attended the gala party which 
lasted long into-the night. 
Mrs. Tucker, wearing a floor- 
length 
white brocade dress, 
greeted guests and introduced 
her famous guest. He was wear­ 
ing a navy blue suit and pale 
blue and white polka-dot shirt 
with tie to match. His long gray 
hair turned up slightly on the 
back of his neck. 
Belli has been described by 
Earle Stanley Gardner as “ .. .a 
great showman, with all the self 
effacing modesty ofasteamcol- 
liope in a circus parade. His 
dominant qualities tend to make 
the casual appraiser fail to ap­ 
preciate the fact that the man 
is also a legal genuis. He is one 
of the outstanding trial lawyers 
of all time,” said Gardner. 
Because of his style and the 
notoriety accorded the cases he 
has taken, Belli’s publicity has 
tended to paint him as an arro- 
gant, dominant and even dis­ 
courteous personality. None of 
those qualities was present Sat­ 
urday night. He was captivat­ 
ing and charming. He was self 
assured and positive —enter­ 
taining and interesting. 
Holding court before news- 
men 
and photographers, 
the 
famed attorney said he still be­ 
lieves 
the Warren Report is 
“ absolutely accurate” regard­ 
less of the recent Shaw trial in 
New Orleans. 
Belli, a personal friend of 
Attorney Jim Garrison, said 
that in his opinion Oswald was 
the lone assassinofKennedy but 
that he (Belli) believes that Shaw 
did know Oswald as Garrison 
tried to prove. “ Even had Shaw 
been convicted it would not have 
changed the verity of the War­ 
ren Report,” he said, 
“ The latest case 1 tried is al­ 
ways the most interesting” said 
Belli who has tried hundreds. 
He says he feels the trend 
in law is now away from crim­ 
inal law and moving in the di­ 
rection of civil law. He said a 
major problem today is to try 
to get the lay person to ap­ 
preciate the real meaning of 
Supreme Court decisions. 
Using his dark frame glasses 
to 
punctuate 
important re- 
marks, the gray haired attor­ 
ney said that he doesn’t believe 
the student unrest is sick nor 
does he think society is sick. 
There are sick people in it, of 
course, but that doesn’t make 


everyone sick, he said. 
The so-called dominant per­ 
sonality was even preserved in 
his 
criticism 
of Attorneys 
George R. Nock and J.S. Ste­ 
vens who gave his latest book, 
“ The Law Revolution” such 
scathing reviews. The two men 
had few kind things to say about 
Belli’s latest works — he has 
written 33 during his 33 years 
in practice. Of their remarks,

Heirlooms and 
a helicopter 


The pioneering spirit co-exists in the 
home of the Frank Nicholsons, 
4050 
St. Andrews 
Court, where the anomal­ 
ies of family antiques, 
ultra - modern 
decor and a private helicopter live side 
by side. The residence is one of the 
five charming homes to be on display 
during the Home Tour April 13, spon­ 
sored by the Jr. Alpha Club. 
Twin brass knockers emblemizing the 
family crest are affixed to massive dou­ 
ble doors admitting the visitor into a 
foyer with a sunken indoor garden. 
The north wall is dominated by a 139- 
pound sailfish 
reeled in near Mazat- 
lan, Mexico 
(shown with Mrs. Nichol­ 
son, photo below). As in the foyer, much 
of the floor m aterial in the home is 
actually a photograph of Mexican agate. 
The pastel colors act as a camouflage. 
The living room, with its contoured

slanted open - beam ceiling. A special 
attraction of the window is the opaque­ 
ness from the outside, 
while afford­

Below is a Renaissance 
style clock, 99 years old, which reigns 
at the summit of the chest. The family 
heirloom was a wedding gift to her 
mother.

Yarborough’s M ercury and 
Pearson’s Ford, both equipped 
with Ford’s spanking new 429

gines, were by far the best on 
the track. 
“ It could outrun anybody in 
the race,” 
a 
grinning 
Yar­ 
borough said. “ I think we prov­ 
ed that.” Yarborough led all 
but 37 m iles. 
Before the race, there was 
no doubt the new engine was 
fast. Advance publicity attested 
to that. But the car had never 
been run any distance at high 
speeds. 
“ Straight out of the box, it 
couldn’t have been better,” Yar­ 
borough continued. “ It’s one of 
the greatest things since axle 
grease,” 
Pearson was eight seconds 
behind Yarborough at the end 
of the grueling race before an 
estim ated 83,000 
spectators, 
most in track history. Y 
Jor- 
ough’s winning average speed 
worth $21,005, 
was 
132.759, 
about two m iles per hour slow­ 
er than the record set by Fred 
Lorenzen, the only other three 
time winner here.

“ Bob and I played against 
each other right through college 
when he was at Florida and I 
was at Georgia Tech," said 
Henry, 
whose 
grandmother 
nicknamed him “ Bunky” after 
a comic strip character. His 
real 
name-Hseldom 
used—is 
George. 
“ Murf and I were on the 
practice tee this morning and 
we agreed we should finish one- 
two in this thing," said Henry. 
“ He said ‘Yeah, it would be 
good, but let's not get the order 
mixed up.' ” 
Murphy, the 26-year-old native 
of Bartow, Fla. who created a 
sensation in golfdom last year 
when he won more than $105,000 
as a rookie, carried a five- 
stroke lead over Henry into the 
final round as the leader at 13- 
under par. But he hit into the 
sand four tim es Sunday for a 76 
and 
a four-way tie for the 
second-place money. 
Also one-stroke behind the 
winner and collecting $13,650 
each were Australian Bruce 
Crampton, 
Dan 
Sikes, 
who 
eagled the 205-yard 15th hole 
and Californian Dave Stockton. 
Henry posted a 69-73-66-70— 
278 in the four-day tournament, 
the second richest stop on the 
PGA tour.

“ A lot of people are anxious 
to see me fall flat on my face. 
You know that. I don’t say it 
with malice. I think that’s just 
a human reaction.” 
While he talked, Vince char­ 
acteristically wheeled in his 
chair, turned profile overlook­ 
ing the corner of Connecticut 
and L, 
where 
spring winds 
swirled secretaries’ skirts at 
the noon break. But Vince wasn’t 
looking. 
He was intent on the subject 
of his life in football. 
“ My wife,” he said, “ wanted 
me to get back to coaching. 
“ I would probably have gone 
back to coaching in Green Bay 
if I could have in any grace­ 
ful way. For certain, I realize 
that everybody said it was the 
money which made me move. 
Well, it wasn't the money but 
the fact that I was going to 


improve myself. That was the 
only way I was going to leave 
Green Bay. 
“ I had many other offers. I 
could have gone to eight dif­ 
ferent teams in this league, and 
all in ownership capacities, and 
ownership which is far super­ 
ior to what I’ve go here, real­ 
ly.” 
Then why Washington, of all 
places? 
“ The city of Washington, for 
one thing. It’s not just the caj> 
ital of the United States. It’s 
an exciting town; it’s a fas­ 
cinating city, with exciting and 
fascinating people. 
“ And it’s in the East.” 
Beautiful. And when he was in 
Green Bay, he said what dif­ 
ference did it make where he liv­ 
ed because all he did was look 
at 
football 
movies anyhow 
(“ He’s got those 16 millimet- 


er 
eyeballs,” 
Frank Gifford 
once said). 
But ego does drive a man, 
too, and it does something to 
Vince Lombardi when he walks 
into a Washington restaurant, 
and 
everybody 
gets 
up and 
applauds — although it’s base­ 
ball season and Ted Williams is 
all they’re supposed to be talk­ 
ing about. 
These are the busiest days of 
the year for Lombardi as he 
reorganizes the 
Redskins or­ 
ganization to suit his taste and 
assesses the material on hand: 
“ I think we’ve got more of­ 
fense here than when I first 
went to Green Bay. We have 
Sonny Jurgensen working every 
day at quarterback. He has sup. 
erior intelligence. He’s got ex­ 
perience.” 
And working with young men 
like Jurgensen has revitalized 


Lombardi. It’s what he missed 
most the year he was away — 
the rapport with the players. 
After he acquired Tom Brown, 
a defensive safety, from the 
Packers, a mist came into his 
eyes as he fondly wrapped an 
arm 
over the 
new Redskin’s 
shoulders and said, “ It’s great 
to be back.” 
What he won’t miss, he insist­ 
ed, w as the incessant winning at 
Green Bay. 
“ You had the feeling,” he 
mused, “ you had to win. If you 
didn’t win, you let everybody 
down. It was that type of thing. 
I quit because I was winning 
too much. What I’m trying to say 
is that the pressure of winning 
is far worse than the pressure 
of losing.” 
Now what in the world does 
Vince Lombardi know about los­ 
ing?

VERO BEACH, Fla. (UPI>- 
It’s always dangerous to write 
off the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
who have an alarming habit of 
winning pennants just after a 
bad 
season, 
but 
all 
signs 
indicate 1969 will be another 
year 
of 
rebuilding for 
the 
Dodgers. 
Asked to name his regular 
lineup, Manager Walt Alston 
was forced to confess: 
“ I don’t know myself what I 
have from day to day or where 
I am 
going to 
play which 
players.” 
Alston, 
dean 
of 
National 
League managers now starting 
his 16th year as Dodger pilot, 
isn’t saying he doesn’t have 
talent available. He does. But 
fitting the pieces together is 
going to be tough 
even his 
skillful hand may not be able to 
do it. 
The 
Dodgers’ problem 
is 
simply stated: Last year they 
were second in the league in 
pitching 
and next-to-last 
in 
batting. The combination was 
enough to put them in seventh 
place-the first time in Alston's 
career that the Dodgers have 
finished in the second division 
two straight years. 
“ Watch out for the Dodgers,” 
warned 
Pittsburgh 
Manager 
Larry Shepard recently. “ They 
go from first to seventh and 
back again very quickly.” 
That's quite true. For in­ 
stance, in 1957 they finished 
seventh and the next year they 
won the pennant. They won the 
pennant again in 1962, dropped 
to sixth the following year, and 
then bounced back to win two 
straight pennants in 1965 and 
’66. 
But 
that’s when Sandy 
Koufax retired, and the Dodg- 
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ers’ fell to eighth place in ’67 
was iollowed only by seventh 
place in ’68. 
Alston must find a cure for 
the 
Dodgers’ 
hitting woes 
someplace if the club is going to 
start climbing. 
Here are two of the key 
pieces 
in 
Alston’s 
jig-saw 
puzzle: 
Ted Sizemore-a .314 tatting 
average in the Pacific Coast 
League makes this 24-year-old 
righthanded swinger a key man. 
Sizemore 
originally 
was 
a 
catcher but was given second 
base instruction and now is 
being given a shot at shortstop. 
“ We think he has the range to 
play shortstop,” says Alston. 
Whether Sizemore makes the 
grade at short will determine 
whether several other pieces 
fall into place. 
Andy Kosco-4ike Sizemore, 
this ex-yankee swings right- 
handed. That’s important, be­ 
cause 
the 
Dodgers 
played 
almost .500 ball against right- 
handed pitchers last year but 
won only 21 and lost 30 against 
southpaws. The obvious remedy 
-more righthanded hitting. 
“ We hope Kosco can give us 
some of the batting we need 
against lefthanders, and from 
the way he’s been hitting in 
spring training, it looks like 
maybe he can,” says Alston. 
Kosco, 
obtained 
from the 
Yankees 
for 
pitcher 
Mike 
Kekich, hit only .240 for the 
Yankees but had 15 home runs 
and 59 runs-batted-in. 
If Sizemore doesn’t make it at 
short, he might make it at 
second. Whichever he doesn’t 
play, Paul Popovich might play. 
Rightlianded Wes Parker and 
lefthahded Ron Fairly are the 
first base candidates and third 
base could go to Jim Lefebvre, 
B ill Sudakis, or veteran Ken 
Boyer. 
Sudakis is the young man who 
came up late last season from 
Albuquerque, where he hit .294, 
and batted .276 in 24 games 
with three homers, including a 
grand slam. That merits him a 
close look this spring. 
Except for Kosco, all the 


likely 
outfield 
starters 
are 
lefthanded hitters. 
Alston says Willie Crawford 
“ has had 
a 
good spring.” 
Crawford a $100,000 bonus baby 
five years ago, came up to hit 
.251 for part of last year with 
four homers, two of them off 
Bob Gibson in one game. Len 
Gabrielson, who hit .270, also 
has done well this spring. Willie 
Davis, .250, is still a guy the 
Dodgers figure should be a star 
but 
somehow 
or other just 
hasn’t been-yet. 
Tom Haller, who hit .285, is 
set 
as first - string catcher, 
probably backed up again by 
Jeff 
Torborg 
and 
perhaps 
Sizemore. 
Don Drysdale, 14-12, who has 
been sharp in brief appearances 


this spring; Claude Osteen, 12- 
18; 
and Don Sutton, 11-15, 
appear 
likely 
as 
the 
top 
starters. Bill Singer, 13-17, and 
lefty 
Jim Brewer, 8-3, are 
others, and ex-Yankee, Cub, and 
Card Pete Mikkelsen will be 
given a strong shot as a top 
bullpen man.

He has a good shot at it 
because right now he’sbracket- 
ed 
economically 
with 
such 
people as Willie Mays, Bob 
Gibson, Juan Marichal, Frank 
Robinson and Don Drysdale, all 
of whom can claim they’re in 
the same top drawer give or 
take a dollar or two. 
If Yaz ever does become 
baseball’s biggest breadwinner 
of all time, he says he’ll have 
Ted Williams to thank more 
than anybody else in the game. 
“ Without a doubt he helped 
me more than anyone,” says 
Bostons stylish 29-year-old left 
fielder who made off with his 
third American l eague batting 
title last year. “ It’simpossible 
for me to measure how much 
Ted has helped me. He started 
when I was 19 and he was still 
helping me last season. I’ll tell 
you something else. He’ll help 
the 
Washington 
players. 
He’ll make winners out of ’em, 
but only if they listen to him. 
You can’t say ‘yeah, yeah, yeah’ 
to what he says, try it a day or 
two and then ditch it. If they 
stick with him, they won’t be 
sorry.” 
Ted Williams manages the 
Senators now but Yastrzemski 
is still benefitting from some of 
the things he once told him. Yaz 
is standing up there at the plate 
differently these days, spread­ 
ing his feet more and dropping 
his hands on the bat, and that’s 
some of the Williams’ influence.

Battle crime 


Crime is one of the major domestic problems of the nation, 
but like most other problems — pollution, traffic control, hous­ 
ing or whatever — it is not a crisis of equal proportions in 
every community. Although crime can and does occur every­ 
where, it is, essentially, a big-city problem. 
Critics are complaining that the government is ignoring this 
fact by adopting a scattergun approach in implementing the 
1968 Safe Streets Act in the form of “ block grants” to state 
governments. The funds should, it is arened 
pt > d ir e c tlv to 
the cities where the problem is worst. 
The money — $19 million for planning and $29 million for 
programs Dasen on the planning in this fiscal year — doesn’t 
start flowing until April, but one group already predicts 
that it will have no practical effect upon crime because it won’t 
reach high-crime areas. 
The National League of Cities studied planning in 31 states 
and charges that: 
—The states have erected a whole new level of bureaucra­ 


cy. In 24 states there are a total of 211 regional crime - con­ 
trol bureaus. 
Ohio is cited as an outstandingly bad example. That state 
has set up 15 regions to plan the fight against crime, with ma­ 
jor cities merged with all other governmental units. 
—Many state allocation formulas favor rural areas dispro­ 
portionately. Some of the biggest cities are getting inconse­ 
quential sums — for instance, Nashville, $7,000; Tulsa, $12,- 
000; Boston, $20,000. 
—The league foresees spending leaning heavily toward items 
like new patrol cars, while the recruitment of Negro police­ 
men and making more efficient use of present forces or im­ 
proving police - community relations will be ignored. 
It is to be hoped that the critics are premature in their pes­ 
simism. The war against crime is too urgent a matter to be 
permitted to develop into another one of those Washington- 
Statehouse porkbarrels, where everybody gets a little something 
but nobody gets as much as he needs.

Dedicated servant 


DALAT, VIETNAM — During the 70 
years of their colonial empire in Indo­ 
china — Laos, Cam­ 
bodia, 
North 
and 
South 
Vietnam 
— 
The French did very 
well for themselves. 
The big rubber plan- 
tations 
wore

French education. Aristocratic 
families sent their sons and daughters 
to 
Paris to school. Tiey conferred 
French citizenship on a favored few. 
It was all very cozy in the French style. 
Even during their war with the Viet 
Minh, as the Comnunists were known 
then, in the early years after 1947 
they did not do too badly. The ranks 
were largely made up of the foreign leg­ 
ion. T iey suffered heavily in military 
leadership, 
however, 
as class after 
class went out of St. Cyr, the French 
West Point, to die in the jungles of 
Vietnam. During the latter years, before 
the disastrous defeat of Dien Bien Phu, 
the United States f t l pouring $800,- 
000,000 a year into the French treasury 
to sustain the franc against the heavy 
drain of the war. 
Dalat was their mountain resort. In 
this mile - high city with a vista of moun­ 
tain ranges in the distance their pleasant 
villas, little ravaged by the war, are 
evidence of their knowledge of the good 
life, whether in France or in the far 
reaches of the empire. The central high­ 
lands were a buffer between the Indo­ 
chinese and the mountain people, the 
Montagnards, and the French allowed 
almost no southerners except for their 
servants to settle in Dalat. 
Now the responsibility for pacifying 
this mountain area, or trying to bring 
the Montagnards in*o the 20th century 
to live at peace with the Vietnamese, for 
trying to get the econ >my on an even 
keel, is jointly that of the South Vietna­ 
mese government in Saigon and the Unit­ 
ed States Mission. Amo;v 
1 ir William 
E. Colby, in charge of the pacification 
program, is in Dalat for conferences with 
the local province chief, a colonel in the 
Vietnamese army, and with his own of­ 
ficials stationed here. 
Pacification has for long been a sneer 
word. It was bureaucratese for a costly 
venture in idealism which was erased 
by the Viet Cong shortly after the paci­ 
fiers left the pacified village. Colby’s 
predecessor, 
Robert 
Komer, was a 
tough - talking salesman who could 
marshal charts and graphs to show just 
what percentage of territory and people 
had been pacified. He met any challenge 
by mowing down the challenger with 
strong language. Komer went from here 
to be ambassador to Turkey, where the 
Turkish Vietnam protesters celebrated 
his arrival by burning the embassy car. 
Since last November pacification has 
taken a new and more realistic tack. 
The initial effort is to root out the Viet 
Cong 
infrastructure, 
bureaucratese 
for the Mifia • like organization holding 
many villages in a discipline of terror, 
so pacification by day becomes submis­ 
sion to the VC by night. The rooting out 
is done by various organizations of the 
Vietnamese people’s police and by op­ 
eration Phoenix directed by the CLA. 
Phoenix undertakes to do to known ter­ 
rorists what they have done to villagers 
collaborating with the government — re­ 
prisals 
such as beheading and disem­ 
bowelling. The process includes road- 
building so a village will not be isolat­ 
ed and subject to VC incursions. 
After at least comparative security 
has been established the work of paci­ 
fication begins. Various forms of aid 
are made available. Each district chief 
is given one million piasters — at the 
legal rate close to $100,000. He can use 
’his for any form of improvement in his 
villages he sees fit. 
A 43-year-old foreign service officer, 
Colby is the best type of civilian Ameri­ 
can working in Vietnam. He brings to his 
difficult —perhaps, in the long pull, im­ 
possible — task dedication and tireless 
effort. Besides the long hours and the 
seven - day week in his Saigon office, 
he travels widely through the country 
for a firsthand 
appraisal of how paci­ 
fication is going. 
There is still an inordinate amount of 
paperwork. 
The questionnaire of the 


hamlet evaluation survey, 
which must 
be filled out periodically by the Ameri­ 
can adviser to the province chief, is as 
detailed as an income tax return and 
almost as hard to understand. Hie re- * 
turns are sent to Saigon and fed into a 
computer. Out comes the percentage — 
30-plus pacified. One m ist, as in the 
past, take these percentages with strong 
reservations, although they are proba­ 
bly more trustworthy than before in light 
of the village and district security op­ 
eration. 
Here in Dalat the problem seemstobe 
security and a lack of troop protection. 
That is the complaint of the province 
chief who is about to be relieved by 
another army appointee coming from 
Saigon. 
For three hours through the night the 
firing goes on. To the ear of the new­ 
comer it sounds like mortaring mixed 


with small-arms fire. In the morning 
the old-timers say it was only outgoing 
artillery fire in support of the defen­ 
ders of a hamlet five miles down the 
road who came under VC attack. 


Colby visits the mayor, he inspects 
the police training school where re­ 
cruits are squirming through the wire 
under live ammunition, and then he is off 
for Saigon with a brief case full of 
papers to be studied during the hour’s 
flight. 


If there were more men like Colby 
and fewer of the time-serving advisers 
who are legion and whose so-called ad­ 
vice is like dust in the fierce wind of 
the war, the chances for arriving at a 
Vietnam free of war and terror would 
be greatly improved.

Along with everybody else, we have 
read where we are expected to be struck 
by a devastating earthquake sometime 
this month. We’re not alarmed, but 
some people certainly are. We received 
a press release from The Gold Bug 
Press of Alamo, 
California last week 
entitled “ Surviving an Earthquake.” So, 
for all those who have never experienced 
the temblor, here’s their advice: 
The shock produced by an earthquake 
is virtually harmless to people. What 


Kills and injures them is collapsing 
buildings, falling objects and shattering 
glass. The after-effects of an earthquake 
can lie far more devastating than the 
initial damage. 
If you are indoors when an earthquake 
strikes, do not rush outside. Seek shelter 
under a bed or a substantial table. A 
doorway is usually safe as it provides 
good overhead cover and is one of the 
points of greatest structural strength 
in a building. 


After the quake is over, the building 
should be checked carefully for major 
structural damage, fire hazards and 
gas leaks. 
Outdoors the dangers are much the 
same. On a city street, a nearby door­ 
way is the safest place to seek shelter. 
In the country, keep a safe distance from 
trees, power lines and poles, and hill­ 
sides which may slide. 
The press release also states that 
there is no apparent scientific !>asis for 
the predictions that California will ex­ 
perience another major earthquake with­ 
in the next few weeks.
